here to charges of rebating and failure 
to post rates and schedules, the Illi­ 
nois Terminal association, operating a 
road between Alton and Edwardsville, 
was fined $4,000 and costs, and the Illi­ 
nois Glass company, owned by the Ter­ 
m inal company, 
fined 
$12,000 
and 
costs, which both paid, this being the 
first time a case of this kind had been 
brought here. 
According to the interstate com­ 
merce commission, when a n , order 
came from the far west for a carload 
of glassware, the "order was hurried to 
Gas City, Ind., where a large amount 
of glass is manufactured. 
The car 
was loaded with glassware, but not en­ 
tirely filled, it was then billed through 
to Alton. 
When the car reached Al­ 
ton it was opened, several ‘hundred 
pounds more of glas« from the factory 
in Alton put in. and the car reshipped 
to the destination in the west, just as 
though it had been billed through from 
Gas City, Ind.. in the first place.

rate front Gas City to California and 
other points in the west is practically 
the same as from Alton. 
By rebilling
